Infections:  The  district  was  very  free  of  Infectious 

Disease,  only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  being  notified. 
The  house  was  disinfected  and  the  patient  sent  to  the 
Fever  Hospital. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  cases  of  Diptheria  were 
notified  in  the  district. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargioa  nor  of 
Opthalmia  Neonatorum. 

There  was  a considerable  amount  of  Influenza  during  February 
and  March,  but  not  of  a serious  nature.

(2)  Maternity:  The  County  Council  has  made  arrangements 

for  the  admission  of  difficult  and  dan- 
gerous confinements  to  the  Greenbank 
Municipal  Maternity  Hospital,  but  the 
consent  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
must  be  obtained  before  admission  if 
possible. 

Other  oases  are  admitted  on  payment. 

(3  it  6)  Children  and  others:  Darlington  Memorial  Hospital 

for  Surgical  cases. 

(4  at  5)  Fever  and  Smallpox:  By  arrangement,  Darlington 

Fever  Hospital. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  district,  the  Hospitals  avail 
able  being  the  Darlington  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  Dar- 
lington Fever  Hospital. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers 
or  illegitimate  or  homeless  children.

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1942,  as  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  Surveyor, 

Plans  I No  plans  were  sulmiitted  diiring  the  year 

Housing;  Hepairs  to  cottage  roofs,  etc.  after  storm  have 
received  attention.  Repairs  in  general  have  been 
carried  out  where  possible  - almost  all  the  men  in  the 
building  trade  have  been  taken  for  essential  Government 
work,  on  aerodromes,  etc. 

Urgent  repairs  are  necessary  to  several  agricultural 
buildings,  but  there  are  not  the  men  to  carry  them  out. 

There  are  not  any  caravan  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Factories  a^  Workshops;  There  are  3 Blecksroith*  s shops 
and  4 Joiner’s  siiops  in  the  district.

Infectious  Diseases:  There  was  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
ibe  paiieni  was  sent  to  Hospital  and  the  house  disinfected. 

Water  Supplies;  The  village  pumps  were  protected  from  frost 
and  necessary  repairs  carried  out. 

No  serious  shortage  of  water  has  beeneexperienoed. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  sina^rysls. 

Scaveyting:  Croft  is  the  only  village  where  the  scavenging 
order  is  in  force.  It  has  been  attended  to. 


In  the  other  villages  scavenging  is  fairly  well  attended 
to  by  the  Occupants.

Byges;  Have  made  periodical  inspection  of  byres,  with  regard 
to  cleanliness  end  whitewashing,  etc. 

Drains;  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Drains,  Disposal  outfalls  and  Sewage  at  Manfield,  Barton, 
Croft,  Dalton-on-Tees  and  Stapleton  have  neen  period i- 
oally  redded,  cleared  and  flushed  when  necessary,  and 
kept  in  order. 

New  drainage  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Army  author it less 
at  Barton  Institute  which  was  occupied  by  the  Military. 
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
